Richardson County Stockmen.

Kansas City, May 11,—Special
to The Tribune:

Chester Powers of Humboldt,
Neb., who with his brothers have
been feeding a string of 12,000
head of lambs and sheep this
winter, was among the late arri-
vals at the yards yesterday with
a shipment consisting of a car-
lead of shorn lambs and a carioad
of mixed sheep. ‘*‘Sheep have
passed through the winter in fine
shape,” remarked NMr. Powers,
“and feeding was not attended
by any bad results, as we had no
stormy weather. Butmost of the
fed sheep have been shipped out,
and the few that were back will
be marketed within a few weeks.”

The Hon. John Lichty of Ialls
City, Neb., one of Richardson
county’s foremost feeders and rep-
resentative of that county in the
state legislature, had on today's
market two loads of good handy-
weight steers, averaging 1,310
Ibs., which brought $4.80, the
top of the market.

Guy Harris, a prouiinent voung
stockman of £tella, Neb., had a
bunch of butcher stuff on today’s
market. Mr. Harris is associatoed
with his father and together they
have several hundred head of cat-
tle, including 100 head of steers
on feed. The steers they expect
to market shortly. Mr, Harris
says the outlook for wheat in
Richardson county is not flatter-
ing. The fly has damaged the
crop considerably. The acreage
of corn this year he says will be
large.
